During  this  critical  period  it  is  more  than  ever  the  part  of  good

To  the  Springfield  School  Board: 

I  herewith  submit  the  annual  report  of  the  Superintendent  of 
Schools. 

The  enrollment  this  year  is  a  little  larger  than  last  year,  due 
mainly  to  a  comparatively  large  first  grade  in  each  school.  At 
the  Maxfield  School  there  are  now  twelve  pupils,  four  of  whom 
are  residents  of  Springfield.
